Student filmmaker raises money for 
original coming-of-age ‘masterpiece’ 


Seth Craven’s student 
film is projected to be 
one of the longest in 
CSULB history.

Senior film and electronic arts major 
as well as student filmmaker Seth Cra- 
ven and his team of 30 are fundraising 
for his biggest masterpiece yet, “A Dog’s 
Life,’ which will be the one of the lon- 
gest student films ever produced in the 
Cal State Long Beach film department. 

“A Dog’s Life” is based on Craven’s 
experiences after his father’s death 
when he was 19, dropped out of school 


and moved back home to “Blue Collar” * 


Martinez in Northern California. 
Representing Craven in the film is 


Blake, the protagonist, who thought 
that he would be able to bond with his 
mother over the.loss of his father, but 
his mom’s new canine companion in- 
tercepted the emotional exchange. 

Craven considers the film to be of 
the “coming: of age” variety. While 
coming of age films generally tell the 
tale of pubescent youths searching for 
their niche, this dark, dramatic comedy 
tells the story of a struggling 22-year- 
old artist who must reestablish himself 
as a member of his family and society. 

The film raises questions about suc- 
cess and failure, education and fam- 
ily, and how all these pieces fit together. 
While the basis of the film is melanchol- 
ic, comedy is laced throughout, a trend 
seen in Craven’s past works. 

Craven heightens the authenticity of 
this true story by setting it in the same 
environment in which it took place, in- 
tending to dramatize his memory in a 
crowd-pleasing manner. Filming will 
take place from March 28 to April 5, 


Local business owners are allowing 
Craven and his team to film in their 
businesses after hours, and old friends 
are letting the team strip rooms of fur- 
niture and even repaint, helping to bring 
his script to life inside their own homes. 

Craven said his film is going to be 
about a half hour long. 

“Usually, films are under 10 to 15 
minutes on campus, [so this one is] lo- 
gistically a huge undertaking,” he said. 
“This is kinda the biggest thing in my 
life. I eat, drink and sleep it.” 

Craven said that he has a great team. 
Half of the 30-person team share his 
Northern Californian roots while he 
accumulated the other 15 Southern 
Californians during his time as a stu- 
dent at CSULB. 

Craven has been writing the 28- 
page script for “A Dog’s Life” for four 
years, and the team has been working

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Film 
professor 
Brian Lane 


to resign 
in 2014

After nearly a two-year battle with 
the Cal State University, film and 
electronic arts professor Brian Alan 
Lane and the university have reached 
an agreement for Lane to step down 
next February. 

Lane, who was found by a CSU 


audit to be misusing scholarship ° 
“money, will resign from his position 


in 2014. The full professor had re- 
ceived a notice of dismissal in 2012 
for alleged “financial misdeeds” but 
appealed the decision. 

Six hearing dates for Lane’s appeal 
were scheduled with an arbitrator ear- 
lier this year, but the hearings never 
took place because Lane instead 
reached a settlement with the uni- 
versity in mid-January, according to 
CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp. 

“The settlement is not something 
based on the audit; it puts a conclu- 
sion to the personnel dispute we had 
with him [Lane],” Uhlenkamp said. 

Lane could have continued to teach 
while appealing his case, accord- 
ing to Cal State Long Beach counsel 
Andrew Jones. The appeal process 
most likely would have extended well 
beyond the initial hearings had they 
taken place, according to Jones. 

“He could still [have been] teach- 


_ ing, but this [the settlement] really 


puts an end to all of that,’ Uhlen- 

kamp said. “...We wanted a resolu- 

tion that would give us certainty.” 
As part of the settlement, Lane

will continue teaching his spring 
classes as well as two summer 
courses. According to Uhlenkamp, 
it has yet to be determined whether 
Lane will participate in the sum- 
mer courses or if the professor will 
receive assigned time. He will then 
continue.to design online course cur- 
ricula before leaving the university, 
Uhlenkamp said. Lane will also re- 
ceive retirement benefits. 

Lane said that the assigned time in 
both the summer and fall were key to 
giving up his claims and settling the 
case. 

Lane’s fight withthe CSU _ be- 
gan in May 2011 when an audit re- 
port. exposed instances in which 
a CSULB professor allegedly com- 
mitted financial fraud by directing 
students to provide him with por- 
tions of their scholarship money and 
filing a $10,000 false reimbursement 
claim. In August 2012, Uhlenkamp 
told the Daily 49er that the professor 
in the audit report was Lane. 

Lane, however, said he did noth- 


ing wrong. 
“The settlement was not based on 
the audit,” he said via email. “I did 


not do any of the things ascribed to 
the unnamed professor in the au- 
dit. I have not previously responded 
to Uhlenkamp’s earlier statements 
about the audit because legal pro- 
ceedings were pending.” 

According to the audit report, the 
professor helped one student obtain a 
$7,000 scholarship as compensation for 
work on a play and later directed the

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Russian films land on The Beach

Cal State Long Beach’s Russian 
Film Club will debut the series “Rus- 
sia Through the Documentary Lens” 
today and screen it throughout the 
month of March on Thursday eve- 
nings. 

“Russia has a bloody history, and it 


is a place of extremes that is not wide- 
ly understood in the West,” Andrew 
Jenks, associate professor of history, 
said. “The first film, ‘The Lost Colo- 
ny, shows a primate research center 
and the bizarre experiments that were 
performed.” 

“The Lost Colony” will be screened 
tonight at 7 p.m. 

Russian professor Harold Schefski 
said that the Russian Film Club sched- 
uled the screenings in the middle of 
the semester to avoid the stress of fi- 
nals. This is the second consecutive 
year that CSULB’s Russian Film Club 
planned screenings of the documen- 
tary, and they usually see a 30-person 
turnout per showing. 


Jenks said that the second film, 
“Miss Gulag,” which will be shown on 
March 7 at 7 p.m., explains the story 
of three women and how they regain 
their confidence from a beauty pageant 
while they are inmates in prison. 

“They are all cutting-edge docu- 
mentaries,” Jenks said. “The second 
film is about a beauty pageant in a 
women’s prison in Russia and shows 
the harsh environment and their tragic 
stories.” 

The third and closing documentary 
shows various types of Soviet anima- 
tion on March 21 at 7 p.m. 

Admission is free, and all showings 
will be in room 384 in the Academic 
Services building.

student to pay him $6,000 to pay for the 
casting director and talent in the play. 
The second. student received a 
$3,424 scholarship but was instructed 
to only keep $1,000 and pay the rest to 
the professor. When one student ques- 
tioned the professor’s instructions, the 
professor told the student, “This is how 
we do this,” according to the report. 
Weeks before the audit report was 
released, Lane filed a joint lawsuit 
with former department chair Micheal 
Pounds against CSULB President 
F. King Alexander, Provost Donald 
Para, Interim Dean of the College of 
the Arts James Kvapil and the CSU, 
seeking $6 million in damages for li- 


bel, slander and defamation. 

Lane and Pounds alleged that the 
university and officials had engaged in 
“unwarranted,” “unfounded” and “ag- 
gressive” auditing of the two profes- 
sors in retaliation for their accusations 
against two former FEA professors. 

Lane and Pounds dropped the case 
in March. Their lawyer, Michael Ste- 
ponovich, Jr., had filed to be relieved 
as counsel two months prior to the 
case’s dismissal, and courts docu- 
ments show that Lane and Pounds 
failed to make payments to him. 

Before his 2011 suit, Lane also sued 
the university and then-FEA chair 
Sharyn Blumenthal in 2005. Lane set- 
tled out-of-court with the university for 
$95,000, according to court documents. 

In addition to his lawsuits, Lane 


also presented at a statutory griev- 
ance hearing in November, citing ir- 
regularities in the discontinuance of 
CSULB’s dramatic writing graduate 
program, which he helped to create. 
The program was approved by the 
CSU Chancellor’s Office in fall 2006 
but was later discontinued, according 
to CSULB Spokesman Rick Gloady. 
“The settlement resolves all those 
outstanding issues,” Uhlenkamp said. 
Lane began teaching at CSULB as an 
assistant professor in 2002 and said he 
plans to teach elsewhere in the future. 
“I will continue my writing and 
production, will finally get to finish 
writing my scholarly text and original

sity level,” he said.

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Russian asteroid incident is wake-up call for us all 


Last week’s Russian meteorite 
incident made many of us Earthlings 
wonder, what would happen if an 
asteroid was heading straight towards 
our planet? 

If you missed the many Russian 
YouTube videos documenting the 

‘incident, a meteorite exploded in the 
Earth’s atmosphere over Russia on 
Friday. The meteorite’s explosion was 
equal to 500,000 tons of TNT. It lit up 
the Russian sky and sent a shockwave 
that shattered glass, set off car alarms 
and lightly injured more than 1,200 
people.

NASA 
reported that incidents like this happen 
only once every 100 years. 

NASA has been tracking asteroids 
a kilometer or more in diameter since 
1998. Congress ordered NASA to docu- 
ment asteroids that orbit around the sun 
and Earth that could cause cataclysmic 
damage to our planet. So far, NASA 
said these asteriods account for 95 
percent of all those in orbit. 

Now, that might make you feel 
somewhat at ease, but what about the 
other 5 percent? Also, even if NASA 
were to detect an asteroid heading 
towards Earth, what would we do?

Obamacare promises health care, but you won’t see a doctor 


When the Affordable Health Care Act was 
passed in 2012, many across the nation rejoiced 
as the idea of affordable health care became a 
reality. No longer would people need to worry 
about affording quality health care for their fami- 
lies now that the government will help subsidize 
health care for citizens regardless of medical his- 
tory or pre-existing conditions. But there is one 
little catch: your new health care provider may 
not be a certified doctor. 

California is facing a major problem brought 
on by the Affordable Health Care Act; there liter- 
ally are not enough doctors in the state to treat the 
new influx of patients the act covers. Currently, 
only 16 out of the state’s 58 counties have the 
government-recommended number of physicians. 
To make matters worse, 30 percent of California 
doctors are near retirement. 

Massachusetts faced a similar problem when 
then Gov. Mitt Romney passed his health care 
act back in 2006. Seven years later, Massachu- 
setts still faces a serious doctor shortage. It is 
important to note that Obamacare is based off of 
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Massachusetts’ health care law. 

According to a 2012 study by the Massachu- 
setts Medical Society, not only are some Western 
Massachusetts community hospitals short on 
staff, but there are also critically low numbers of 
physicians in more than seven specialties. This 
includes family medicine, internal medicine, gen- 
eral surgery, neurosurgery and psychiatry. Even 
though everyone has health care, not everyone in 
Massachusetts is seeing a doctor 
as much as they would need to or 


that could have been prevented. 

As Sen. Ed Hernandez (D-West Covina), chair- 
man of the California Senate Health Committee, 
said, “What good is it if they’re going to have 
a health insurance card but no access to doc- 
tors?” In order to combat this serious problem, 
Hernandez is leading an effort to expand who 
could legally provide health care, proposing that 


pharmacists, nurse practitioners and optometrists ° 


could act as primary caregivers. 
Hernandez goes as far as suggest- 


like to. NICK Cr AVEZ _ ing that they even open their own 


Ironically, the study suggests 
that due to the universal cover- . 
age, there is a lack of doctors. Thus, the number 
of people who went to the emergency room went 
up because they could not get a doctor appoint- 
ment. One of the biggest reasons for the support 
of universal coverage was that it would reduce the 
number of those going to the emergency room. 
The goal was to reduce the inflation of hospital 
costs. Yet, in the state that inspired Obamacare, 
$570 million was spent on emergency room visits 
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private practices. 

While Hernandez is trying his 
best to deal with such a severe problem, his logic 
is extremely flawed and could possibly make mat- 
ters worse. Optometrists and pharmacists, while 
skilled in their fields, are not the same as doctors 
who spend years in medical school to learn 
diagnostic medicine. If such a proposal were to 
be passed, it would not fix the problem. Rather, it 
would make it worse by lowering the quality of 
the care. 
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The California Medical Association doesn’t agree 
with Hernandez either, stating that “healthcare 
professionals should not exceed their training,” 

Although a nurse practitioner may legally 
act as a doctor and perform diagnostics, it can 
take up to seven years for someone to earn their 
certification in the U.S. So allowing nurse prac- 
titioners to have this extra authority and opening 
their own practices would not immediately solve 
the problem. 

In fact, it could cause more shortages at hos- 
pitals by creating voids at community hospitals 
where such practitioners are needed. 

With such a complicated dilemma, there is no 
clear solution that is going to solve the problem. 

What is clear is that while Obamacare may 
give health care to those who need it; some may 
not get the quality they were expecting. If Mas- 
sachusetts foreshadows what could happen, there 
needs to be another serious discussion about 
Obamacare before it goes into effect.

While his past films have been mostly sketch com- 
edy with little dialogue, his new film will be a nar- 
rative piece with more dialogue and deeper meaning. 

Craven has produced action films, comedies and 
even dialogue-less dramas. 

“Every film I’ve made, I’ve tried to figure out a dif- 
ferent aspect of filming,” he said. “I try to keep every- 
thing the same style, then add a variable.” 

The team plans to apply to as many film festivals 
as possible before the premiere of “A Dog’s Life,” as 
well as show the film at CSULB’s fall 2013 showcase. 

Craven said he feels that “A Dog’s Life” will be-a 
culmination of the all he has learned throughout his 
past filmmaking. 

“More than anything, this is the one story that 
hits the heart,” Craven said. “Everything is a build- 
ing block from the first movie until now ... building 
towards something bigger, better and more refined.” 

This bigger and better project is also much more 
expensive. Transportation, equipment, food and lodg- 
ing are amongst the costs. 

“We've had a lot of time to plan, and now we’re a 
month away,” Craven said. “That’s where the money 
comes in. We need a lot of money.” 

The projected budget is $19,000. He and his team 
have raised $5,000 from a Kickstarter campaign, 
to which he is adding $8,000 of his own savings, a 
$1,000 grant from the Roger Herald Film Scholar- 
ship and some award money from the CSU Media 
Arts Fest last year, where his most recent short film, 
“Unarmed Robbery,” stole laughs and $2,500 in 
awards. 

The team hopes to raise the rest of the funds at a 
fundraiser at Dogz Bar and Grill tomorrow, which 
will be their last fundraiser before the shoot. Dogz is 
offering 20 percent off food and drinks from 7 to 11 
p.m., with wristbands for $5 apiece. Dogz is allowing 


Craven’s team to keep the profits from the wristbands.

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Dirtbags split series with 
Arizona despite weather 


LBSU beat the tenth- 
ranked Wildcats ina 
rainy opener before 
losing the finale.

The Dirtbags won a wet, rain-sus- 
pended home opener over No. 10 Ari- 
zona before falling to the Wildcats in a 
low-scoring affair Wednesday evening. 

Long Beach State (3-2) pulled off the 
5-4 upset in Tuesday’s opener despite 
committing three errors against last 
year’s national champions. The game 
was suspended when Blair Field was 
inundated with rain in the middle of 
the eighth inning. 

“It was like kissing your sister,” 
LBSU head coach Troy Buckley said 
of the delay. 

Arizona (4-1) got out to an early lead 
Tuesday night when second baseman 
Trent Gilbert hit a double to bring in 
preseason All-American Johnny Field. 
Starting pitcher Nick Sabo would settle 
down though and face no more than 
four batters per inning for the next 
three frames. 

The Dirtbags tied things up in the 
third when second baseman Jeff Mc- 
Neil hit a sacrifice fly into left to drive 
in freshman shortstop Michael Hill, 


who led off the inning with a triple. 


Hill was one of three freshmen to play 
critical roles in the win, as catcher 
Eric Hutting hit a two-run double and 
pitcher Logan Lombana pitched two 
innings in relief without giving up an 
earned run. 

“T want to get as many [freshmen] in 
the game as I can,” Buckley said, “be- 
cause at some point we’re going to need 
all of them.” : 

In the bottom of the fifth, LBSU 
took advantage of an Arizona error and

strung together a few timely hits to pro- 
duce a four-run offensive outburst. The 
inning was highlighted by a towering 
two-run home run by left fielder Josh 
Guerra. The blast marked just the sec- 
ond time in two years that the Dirtbags 
hit a home run at Blair Field. 

“IT. can’t remember the last time 
we’ve seen a season-opening homer 
here,” third baseman Ino Patron said. 
Patron has hit three home runs in his 
LBSU career but none at Blair Field. 

The Wildcats didn’t give up after 
Guerra’s homer, however, as they sent 
seven runners to the plate in the fifth 
and scored a pair of unearned runs. 
Sabo, who had reached 80 pitches for 
the game by the end of the inning, was 
lifted for Lombana, who gave up an un- 
earned run in-the top of the sixth. 

The Beach got its leadoff hitter on 
base each in both the sixth and sev- 
enth innings, but it failed to score and 
couldn’t provide its bullpen with any 
insurance. Arizona missed a few op- 
portunities of its own, however, as it 
came up empty despite having two 
runners on base in the top of the eighth. 

Rain started coming down in the 
bottom of the inning, but LBSU was 
able to get a pair of runners on base 
before the weather forced the teams to 


clear the field and bring out the tarp. . 
After 30 minutes of torrential down- | 


pour, the umpires announced that the 
game would continue the next day. 


“Tt wasn’t like we were going to play ° 


Pepperdine and move it to a Wednes- 
day,” Buckley said. “Whatever we got 
in, we were going to halt it and finish 
it up, so it was kind of a predetermined 
thing.” 

The game picked back up Wednes- 


day afternoon with Hill at the plate and | 


runners on first and second with a 2-1 
count and two outs. Hill struck out, 
but Jon Maciel threw a perfect ninth to 
earn the save. 

Sabo pitched five innings and earned 
the win, giving up three runs (one 
earned), six hits and a walk. He struck 
out a career-high six batters.

The series finale started with both 
teams scoring in the first inning. Ari- 
zona broke a 1-1 tie with back-to-back 
doubles to lead off the second and add- 
ed to its lead with a run in the third. 

The Dirtbags, meanwhile, had trou- 
ble driving in runs. They loaded the 
bases in the second with one out and 
failed to score, then couldn’t score 
despite having runners in scoring po- 
sition in both the third and fourth in- 
nings. LBSU would load the bases and 
come up empty yet again in the sixth 
and squander a first-and-third opportu- 
nity in the seventh. 

LBSU had another great chance to 
tie the game in the bottom of the eighth, 
as it had runners on second and third 
with two outs. Colby Brenner pinch-hit 
for the Dirtbags against Arizona closer 
Matthew Troupe, one of the top reliev- 
ers in the Pac-12 Conference. After ‘a 
tense 11-pitch at bat that featured five 
foul balls, Brenner walked to load the 
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bases. Jeff McNeil then came up to bat 
and got in an early 0-2 hole. He battled 
back to even the count at 2-2 but whiffed 
on the fifth pitch and struck out. 

“We didn’t get a big -hit tonight,” 
Buckley said. “Over the course of time, 
hitting with runners in scoring position 
and getting on base are really the two 
facets of hitting, but it’1l improve.” 

Arizona would go through the bot- 
tom of the ninth without any drama, 
however, as Troupe retired the Dirt- 
bags in order to give the Wildcats the 
win. Dirtbags starting pitcher Ryan 
Millison was credited with the loss 
despite pitching a solid game in which 
he gave up three earned runs in five in- 
nings. Arizona starter Tyler Crawford 
earned the win. 

The Dirtbags will continue their 
young season with a series against Val- 
paraiso this weekend. The first game of 
the three-game series is set to start at 6 
p.m. at Blair Field on Friday.

By defeating UC Davis 71-65
